An Informal recount of ballots from 


last month's closely contested village

Three candidates of the Wheeling Inde- 


pendent Party (WHIP) requested the In* 
formal recount of nine village precincts 
last week as toe first step in challenging 
the election results. 


Albert Lang, Incumbent trustee candi- 


date on the To Overall Progress Party 
(TOP) ticket, filed for an Informal 
recount of the remaining three village 
precincts yesterday. Lang lost election 
by only three votes. 


The recount win not change the results 


of the election, but will be used to deter- 
mine If there is any basis for contesting 
the election In court. Candidates have 
toss than a month to file challenges to 
the election with the Cook County Circuit 
Court 


SINCE THE NEW village board will be 


installed today, the aewly-elected village 
officials will preside over the recount Al- 
though four members of the board were 
candidates In the election, Village Clerk 
Mrs. Diens said no one has yet asked to 
be exempted from participating In the 
recount 


Mrs. Diens said the Informal recount 


for trustee positions will begin at 9 a.m. 
Friday. The recount for the office of vil- 
lage president will begin at 3 p.m. Both 
will be at the Wheeling Village HalL 


The clerk said she did not know how 


long the recount would take. "The total 
ballots cast were 3,485," she said. "So let 
that be your guide as to how long it win 
take." 


Mrs. Diens also said she would play a 


minor part in the recount "From what 
I've been given to understand, I don't do 
any recounting," she said. "All I know Is 
I'm supposed to bring the ballots, the ob- 
jected ballots and the detective ballots, 
and we will unseal them precinct by pre- 
cinct" 


According to the clerk, each candidate 


whose election could be affected by the 
informal recount will be allowed to re- 
view the ballots. Mrs. Diens said the can- 
didates could be represented by another 
person, such as an attorney, if this repre- 
sentative was appointed in writing. 


SHE SAID THE rfMHdatM will only 


get tabulated recount figures on the of- 
fice they were seeking in the three pre- 
cincts in which they requested a recount. 
For example, Otis "Skip" Hedlund, 
WHIP candidate for village president, 
requested aa informal recount in pre- 
cincts one, two and three. 


"In precincts 1, 2 and 3, Mr. Hedlund 


or Us representative win have the privi- 
lege of examining the count," Mrs. Diens 
said. "He. win not be able to question 
anything on the trustees."

Recount asked 
in 3 precincts 


Albert Lang, incumbent candidate for 


trustee* on the To Overall Progress Par- 
ty (TOP) ticket, has requested an infor- 
mal recount of the ballots in three pre- 
cincts in last month's closely contested 
Wheeling election. 


Lang, who lost election by three votes, 


was the fourth candidate to seek an In- 
formal recount He requested a recount 
in precincts 7,11 and IS. 


Three candidates of the Wheeling Inde- 


pendent Party (WHIP) requested a 
recount of the other nine precincts last 
week. As a result of Lang's request, all 
12 village precincts will be recounted. 


Lang said he requested the informal 


recount so there would be no question 
about the validity of the election. 


"I figured it was the only thing to do," 


Lang said. "This way it will give a 


recount of att the ballots. With all the 
precincts being counted, this should elim- 
inate the doubts In anyone's mind." 


The candidate said he did not think the 


recount would show any miscalculations 
in the vote tabulations. "I really don't 
think it win change anything," he said. 
"I'm not challenging the election at, aU 
because I think the Judges did a good, 
honest Job." 


Lang said the decision to seek a 


recount was a personal rather than a 
party action. TOP campaign manager 
Michael Valenn said yesterday he knew 
nothing about Long's request 


By law, each candidate who loses by 


less than five per cent of the vote Is en- 
titled to request an informal recount of 
no more than 25 per cent of the pre- 
cincts. The four candidates who re- 
quested recounts are the only ones quali- 
fied to do so. 


Lang filed his request with the village 


clerk yesterday morning, the last day to 
seek the recount The candidate was out 
of town last week when the WHIP candi- 
dates filed their requests.

"I always lived with the bar that dur- 


ing radio speaking I'd ge- a luiaii in my 
throat and have*to spen-l iwi. minutes 
clearing it," the Wheeling ,«mtor says. 


The fear never became ioallty for Dan, 


a resident of Frotped Heights, and' in- 
stead Id walked away irom the state 
speech tournament in Springfield this 
spring with a fourth-place finish in radio 
speaking. 


During the final round of competition 


in Springfield, Adomitis was getting 
ready to meet five other students when 
someone told him he was the only Wheel- 
ing High School student left In the com- 
petition. "When they said I was the only 
one,!' he says now, "R was a kind of 
paranoid feeling. After I-finished my 
broadcast I faded back into a corner and 
quietly fainted." 


IN COMPETITIVE radio speaking, 


each student Is given one hour to compile 
a five minute radio broadcast from a Col- 


lection of news Kerns .he is given. The

Other members of the Illinois congres- 


sional delegation were being asked yes- 
terday to add their signatures to a letter 
to Rep. Peter Rudlno Jr., D-NJ., chair- 
man of the House Judiciary Committee. 


Late yesterday, seven Illinois congress- 


men, all Republicans, had signed the let- 
ter. Names of all the Republican delega- 
tion were being sought before Democrats 
were asked to Join in the request. 


(The signers included Rep. Harold Col- 


lier, R-Western Springs, formerly repre- 
sentative from the 10th District including 
parts of the Northwest suburbs. Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, Republican from the 
new 10th District, had not yet returned to 
Washington from a tour of Israel) 


THE LETTER told Rudlno that the Dli- 


nohans were not formally proposing a

resolution of Impeachment but asked 
that Investigators for the committee 
study Kerner's indictment' and conviction 
on charges including conspiracy, bribe- 
ry, income tax evasion, and giving false 
information to a federal Investigator. 


The letter also asked Rudlno to inform 


them if any measures were available, 
"short of Impeachment," to deprive Ker- 
ner of his 142,800 annual salary and to 
officially remove him from the federal 
bench.

Though he has performed no duties 


since his indictment last December, the 
former Democratic' Illinois governor 
technically remains a Judge. 


Appointed to the federal court for life 


tenure "during good behavior," Kerner 
can be removed from office only through 
Impeachment, even though he may wind 
up serving his 3-year prison term and 
paying a $50,000 fine. 


While Illinois' congressmen have been 


reluctant to Institute impeachment pro- 


ceedings against him, there is growing 
resentment in both parties over Kerner's 
refusal to resign his post 


DEMOCRATIC SEN. Adlal E. Steven- 


son HI publicly called for Kerner's resig- 
nation following his conviction, and there 
have been reports that Democratic con- 
gressmen have sought the Intercession of 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley in ob- 
taining the resignation. 


Kerner was removed last week from 


his office quarters in the federal courts 


building in Chicago, which he continued 
to visit during his trial, end also lost the 
services of a secretary whom be contin- 
ued to employ after stepping aside from 
his Judicial duties following his in- 
dictment. 


The letter to Rudlno noted that appeals 


of Kerner's conviction could stretch out 
for months or yean while he continues to 
draw his salary. 


Critics of Kerner have pointed out that 


if Kerner resigned, he could be restored 
to the bench If his appeal Is successful 


IF A RESOLUTION of impeachment 


were approved in the House, it would be 
sent to the Senate for trial in which a 
two-thirds majority would be required 
for conviction. 


If Impeached by the House, however, 


Kerner could still resign his post before 
being tried by the Senate, rendering the 
impeachment process void. 


Only 12 persons, including President 


Andrew Johnson, have been impeached, 
and only four of those — all Judges — 
have been convicted. 


Where will it end? 


Milk prices going up - and beef shows no signs of coming down

Milk prices are going up this week by 4 


to 5 cents a galkm. Whether this will be 
topped by another price boost within a 
month win depend on an expected con- 
tract settlement between Chicago area 
milk distributors and milk wagon driv- 
ers, say local retailers. 


The current price Increase is tied to 


processing costs and the price paid to 
farmers for raw milk. According to John 
Loss, president of the Chicago Milk Dis- 
tributors, "We have, definitely been in- 
creased in price by our supplier. It win 
be S cents a gallon, 3 cents a half-gallon 
:and 2 cents a quart," be said of price 
; boosts for milk. The new prices take ef- 
fect today, said Loss. His firm, serving 
the Chicago metropolitan area, Is sup- 
plied by the Borden Dairy. 


Loss says the expected May settlement 


with local milk wagon driven (Team- 
sten Local 753) could boost prices.agaln. 
He hopes to postpone any further cost 
increases as long as possible. The com* 
pany absorbed price increases last 
month rather than passing on to custom- 
en. 


Some confusion on the amount of to- 


day's milk price Increases was noted by 
two local milk distributors, Modern 
Dairy and Meyer Bros, dairy. Both Ar- 
lington Heights firms said price increas- 
es are likely as of today, but the amount 
is still in question. A milk wagon driver 
settlement will determine cost Increases 
later this spring, they noted. 


THE HIGHER price paid to farmers 


this month for raw milk is In part deter- 
mined by the federal milk marketing or- 
ders as set by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. On top of this base-price

level, costs for milk cooperative charges, 
processing and distribution are added to 
determine the retail price. 


The Increased price on USDA milk 


marketing orders for bottled milk as of 
today is $6.81 a hundredweight in this 
region. This is a ID-cent gain per hun- 
dredweight since the Aj ril base price of 
16.71. It compares with -:he two cent hike 
from S6.68 in March. 


According to Bill Newby, a spokesman 


for the Jewel Food Stores, the food store 
chain raised its milk prices by 4 cents a

"There are labor and 
other expenses involved," he said, "but 
the biggest increase involved is raw milk 
prices." The federal milk marketing or- 
ders set the pace for price Increases in 
this area, he noted. 


Newby said dairy products cannot be 


sold at bargain prices as they were last 
year due to a series of price increases 
from suppliers in past months. This 
means the company cannot tell con- 
sumers to buy cheese and other meat 
substitutes as cheap alternatives, but 
they will still be less expensive alterna- 
tives. 


DAIRY PRODUCTS still are among 


the best alternatives open to consumers 
unable to afford the' high beef prices, 
Newby said. Fish, beans, eggs and pre- 
pared-foods and especially turkey and 
chicken also are substitutes for beef. 


"At this particular season, we're kind 


of short of bargains," he said of'the out- 
look for grocery prices. The company ad- 
vises consumers to consider a number of 
options in the effort to keep food costs 
down. 


"I don't think people should anticipate 


that beef prices will be coming down," 
said Newby. "The only solution is to get 
production up to meet the demand." He 
anticipates a leveling off hi beef prices, 
perhaps at the end of this year. 


THE DEMAND for beef has been slip- 


ping since the first of the year, Newby 
said, but an unfortunate series of events 


Bailey says verdicts, 'almost acquittaP 
Jayne case defense lawyers plan appeal

Defense attorneys have expressed con- 


fidence that the convictions of Silas 
Jayne, Joseph LaPlaca and Julius Barn- 
es, found guilty on charges stemming 
from the murder of Jayne's brother, will 
.be overturned when the case Is appealed. 


A Cook County Criminal Court Jury 


Saturday found the three men guilty of 
charges stemming from the Oct 28,1170, 
slayug of Jayne's brother, George. 


The state had charged that Silas 


Jayne, a wealthy horse breeder, had ar- 
ranged for the murder of his brother, 
also a wealthy horseman. The state con- 
. tended at the trial that LaPlaca acted as 
the middle man In the nurder-for-hire 


• plot and that Barnes was the triggmnan, 
' firing the fatal shot through the window 
of the George Jayne home in Inverness. 


TBX JURORS found Silas Jayne and 


LaPlaca guilty of conspiracy to commit 
aorder and found Banes guilty of mur- 
der. 


AH three defendants had been charged 


with murder and conspiracy and therein 
lies the basis of the appeal by defense 
attorneys, led by prominent defender F. 
Lee Bailey. 


Bailey has said that the Jury's verdict 


was Inconsistent and may have ben a 
compromise. 


For the verdict to be consistent, Bailey 


said, the Jurors would have had to find 
all three defendants guilty or Innocent of 
both charges. 


However, Bailey, who represented 


Silas Jayne, viewed the verdict as some- 
what of a victory. 


"Murder Is a very serious charge," 


Bailey said after the verdicts were re- 
turned. "Conspiracy Is a relatively minor 
felony. I would call this almost an ac- 
quittal" 


IN A CONVERSATION with Other de- 


fense lawyers following the verdict, how- 
ever, Bailey was overheard to ask 
George Howard, Banes' attorney, "How 
did your client ever commit that murder 
without conspiring with my cHent?" 


Sentencing for the three defendants 


was scheduled for May 25. Barnes, con- 
victed of murder, faces a minimum sen- 
tence of 14 years in prison and a max- 
imum of life In prison. LaPlaca and Silas 
Jayne, convicted only en the conspiracy 
charge, face three to 10 years in prison.

Testimony in the murder trial of Ruth 


Carbon yesterday Indicated that her 
husband was snot from a distance great- 
er than four feet. 


Two experts from-the Chicago Police 


Crime Laboratory testified that test 
shots they had made with Carfaona's ser- 
vice revolver left powder burns on cotton 
when the gun was fired from distances 
as great as four feet. There were no pow- 
der burns or gunpowder particles found 
on any of the clothes Lt Carbona was 
wearing the morning be was shot, the 
testimony revealed. 


The prosecution has charged that Car- 


bona was shot in the back by his wife as 
he walked down the stairway of their 
Mount Prospect home. Mrs. Carbona's 
defense hinges on her statement that the 
shooting took place accidentally when 
she reached for her husband's arm as be 
was holding the gun on the stairway. 


The four-foot distance may prove criti- 


cal In the Jury's determination of wheth- 
er Carbona was shot accidentally or was 
murdered by his wife. 


ONE MORE prosecution witness Is ex- 


pected to testify In the trial today before 
the defense begins Its case. Mrs. Car- 
bona, ao, of 1206 Euclid, Mount Prospect, 
has been free on $15,000 bond since her 
arrest following the Dec. 22, 1971 shoot' 
ing of her husband, a Cook County Sher- 
iffs polke lieutenant. 


Yesterday, Sgt. Louis R. Vitullo, an ex- 


pert from the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment Crime Laboratory, told the Jury of 
seven women and five men be had exam- 
ined microscopically the entire back of 
14. Carbona's corduroy coat but found 
"no residual matter of a propellent on 
the coat" 


Vitullo said there was no sign of gun- 


powder even In Infrared photographs of 
the coat 


He said the bole in the back of the coat 


was "cylindrical, with a slight rip in the 
seam" and that he saw no burns, powder 
deposits, or foreign matter on the coat. 


Sgt. Vitullo said similar examinations 


of the light blue windbreaker and the 
blue knit undershirt Carbona was wear- 
Ing under the corduroy coat also showed 
no evidence of powder residue or burns. 


VITULLO LISTED the results of other 


. tests holding Carbona's revolver up to as 


far as 48 inches from the test material, 
Indicating that there.was some 
"tatooug" from partially burned powder 
particles even at that distance. 


He said he also examined the plastic 


bag police had delivered the corduroy 
coat to the lab hi, but found no powder 
particles In it 


He said even laboratory vaccum- 


Ing of a fabric would not remove 100 
per cent of the powder particles from 
test material. Criminal Courts Judge Ar- 
thur L. Dunne refused to let Vitullo esti- 
mate how far the gun was held from Car- 
bona's coat when the lieutenant was shot. 


Under cross examination by the def- 


nese, Vitullo said the cotton used for test 
firing Carbona's revolver was not the 
same material as the corduroy coat, the 
windbreaker or the undershirt "Cordu- 
roy is cotton, but in a different form," he 
said. 


The other witness yesterday, Sgt. Bert 


Nlelson, a firearms technician with the 
crime lab, said the .357 caliber Magnum 
revolver could only be fired by holding 
the trigger In a rearward position. He 
said safeties keep the gun from firing 
merely by a manual release of the ham- 
mer. 


He said the bullet which killed Carbona 


was fired from the same type weapon 
as Carbona's service revolver, but said 
he had been unable to find identifying 
markings which would definitely prove 
the bullet had been fired from that spe- 
cific revolver. 


He said the nose of the bullet had been 


flattened, Indicating it had hit something 
harder than Itself when it entered the 
body. 


HE SAID IN response to defense ques- 


tions that there was no indication the 
bullet had ricocheted before hitting Car- 


Mickie digs dogs^—and they dig her 


by JULIA BAUER 


Mlckie Young's heart is bigger than her 


pocketbook, and her biggest weakness is 
dogs — all sizes, all kinds and all in the 
house. 


Although her attachment to canines be- 


gan when she was a child, the real boom 
in the dog population around Mrs. Young 
started when she discovered animal shel- 
ters and anti-cruelty centers were killing 
dogs and other animals if no one ap- 
peared to adopt them. 


As she made the rounds of police sta- 


tions and shelters searching for homeless 
dogs, Mrs. Young began accumulating 
an array of animals, until now her- own 
pets include 31 dogs, even more cats and 
an occasional bird or fox. And there's a 
personable old steed- thrown Into the 
throng, grazing in the front yard. 


She won't part with any of her own 


animals, but Mrs. Young took on an ad- 
ditional burden recently. She agreed to 
keep several animals for Save-A-Pet, a 
Highland Park organization which keeps 
deserted animals indefinitely, until good 
homes are found. Mrs. Young's job Is 
finding such homes for the dogs and cats 
she is keeping for Save-A-Pet. 


A NUMBER OF the animals have al- 


ready been given away, but there are 
still four dogs and 10 cats available,for 


adoption. 


"I would like to keep them all myself," 


Mrs. Young admitted. But she says she 
simply can't afford to take on the extra 
dogs and cats. It costs $15 a day now to 
feed her own animals. 


When Mrs. Young Isn't driving a school 


bus, she and her mother make the 
rounds cleaning the cages where cats 
' and some of the dogs who are not house- 
broken are kept, feeding the crew and 
giving each animal some individual at- 
tention. 


"I don't believe in animals running 


loose," Mrs. Young said. During the day, 
a few of the dogs are allowed in the 
yard, on 20-foot chains. And there's a 
mesh runway for some longer-distance 
exercise. But Mrs. Young is too con- 
cerned for the animals' safety to let 
them loose, on the countryside near Lake 
Zurich. 


A year and a half ago Mrs. Young and 


her husband rented a farmhouse at Quln- 
ten and Cuba roads to provide more 
room for their brood. 


MRS. YOUNG BLAMES irresponsible 


pet owners for the unmanageable boom 
in the animal population. It she had her 
way, only licensed breeders would be 
allowed to breed animals for profit, 
eliminating the novice breeders who buy 


a pair of purebred dogs to breed them 
for the pin money realized when the pup- 
pies are sold. The current practices re- 
sult in puppies being sold to unfit own- 
ers. And unfit owners frequently wind up 
giving their pets to an animal shelter or 
dumping them in the country, Mrs. 
Young said. 


"These dogs can't speak for them- 


selves. So we have to speak for them. 
They don't want to die," Mrs. Young 
said, as the tears welled up in her eyes 
at the thought of an animal being put to 
death. 


All of her animals, Including those to 


be given away have had all required 
shots, Mrs. Young1 said. 


"Every veterinarian in the area knows 


me," she said. 


And nearly every Saturday means 


baths for at least five of the dogs. 


Just cleaning up after the pets requires 


a monumental effort Mrs. Young said 
she and'her mother change the papers in 
the cages about seven times a day. Fleas 
and other pests are controlled with flea 
powder sprinkled under the newspaper in 
the cages. Most of her dogs are house- 
broken. 


RIGHT NOW her biggest concern is 


getting good homes for the extra pets. 
Mrs. Young said the financial strain is. 


Just too great to put up with much long- 
er, but she won't "dispose" of the pets to 
anyone but families who really want 
them. 


There are at least 100 other dogs avail- 


able for adoption through Save-A-Pet, 
Mrs. Young said, adding that some of the 
older, calmer animals would be ideal for 
elderly couples seeking the companion- 
ship of a pet 


Potential pet owners may call Mrs. 


Young at 4384196 to learn more about 
the four dogs and ten cats needing 
homes. Blue-eyed Kimo, one of the pets, 
is still a puppy, looking something like a 
combination of German Shepherd and 
Husky. Then there's Beggar, a small 
black dog with big brown eyes. But de- 
spite their individual differences, all 14 
nn|rpiii« have one thing in common 
they need their own family.

Nixon seeks moreiaxes on the wealthy 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - The Nixon ad- 


ministration has proposed an $800 million 
Increase in the tax liability of the very 
rich, designed to prevent millionaires 
from escaping taxation. 


Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz 


advanced the White House's tax reform 
proposal in a long-awaited appearance 
before the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 


His plari fell far short of proposals ad- 


vanced by liberals. Stn. Edmund S. Mus- 
Ide, D-Maine, for example, seeks to raise 
the taxes paid by business and the 
wealthy by $18 billion, and the AFL-CIO 
has offered a $29 billion tax reform plan. 
But Shultx, briefing newsmen, said such 
plans destroy the incentive to invest and 
could act as a brake on economic 
growth. 


Shultz' plan also would: 
• Create a new tax incentive to spur 


domestic oil exploration. Taxpayers 
searching for domestic oil or gas wells 
could subtract up to 12 per cent of their 
costs from federal taxes. The Treasury 
would lose an estimated $50 million. Lib- 
erals were likely to attack this idea as 
creating a new loophole. 
• • Permit parents earning under 
$18,000 to get a refund or subtract from 
the taxes they owe, up to $200 a year, for 
each child attending a private or paro- 
chial grade or Ugh school. This tax cred-

it would lose $450 million a year for the 
Treasury. 


• Give $500 million In tax relief to 


moderate-income people over 65. They 
would be eligible for a tax credit — a 
subtraction from taxes owed or a refund 
— of up to $500 a year for property taxes 
which amount to more than 5 per cent of 
their annual income. Tenants would con- 
sider 15 per cent of their rent as going 
for property taxes. 
• Offer municipalities and states a 


federal subsidy equal to 30 per cent of 
their interest costs if they choose to float 
bonds paying taxable interest Such 
bonds are now all tax exempt end some 
millionaires escape taxes by deriving all 
their income from such bonds. 


Shultz told reporters his plan would re- 


duce to "close to zero" the number of 
high-income individuals able to manipu- 
late their Income so as to wind up ow- 
ing the government nothing. They num- 
bered 106 in 1970 and 72 in 1971. 


Some still would escape taxes by buy- 


Ing bonds he said, but the reforms would 
make H harder for "smart lawyers em- 
ployed at nigh fees" to discover other 
legal ways to avoid taxes. 


TAX SHELTERS are created, Shultz 


said, when tax Incentives — preferential 
treatment written into the law to induce 
investments in socially desirable areas 
— are distorted to shelter income which 


would otherwise be subject to taxation at 
the regular rates. 


He said the reforms he proposed would 


limit such tax incentives to those who 
invest in the sheltered areas for a living. 
Those who Invest only for the tax savings 
would be left out, he said. 


Under the new concepts, everyone gen- 


erally would be taxed at the normal, 
graduated rates on at least one-half his 
income. This would be the case even if 
the bulk of his income comes from shel- 
tered sources, such as capital gams or 
oil investments. 


Shultz said his plans would have a 


"neutral" Impact on the government's 
revenue, neither increasing nor decreas- 
ing the over-all total It collects. 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Job prospects 


for this spring's college graduating class 
are bettor than at any time in the last 
four years but still don't compare with 
the 1960s' when graduates could pick and 
choose from numerous job offers, says 
the Carnegie Commission On Higher 
Education. 


The commission's report "Graduates

tering health care fields, particularly for 
highly specialized nurses and medical 
doctors. 


• Prospects generally are favorable In 


accounting and in salaried managerial 
positions. 


• Prospects are least favorable for 


students preparing for teaching occupa- 
tions In elementary and high schools,

Bill asks campaign funds disclosures 


Proposed legislation requiring all can- 


didates for elective office to disclose all 
campaign contributions has been In- 
troduced In the Illinois legislature by 
Rep. Robert S. Juckett, R-Park Ridge. 


The bill, presented as an amendment 


to the Illinois Governmental Ethics Act, 
would require political committees as 
well as candidates for local and state of-, 
flees to report all contributions to the Il- 
linois secretary of state. 


Hong co-sponsors of the measure are 


Rep. John E. Friediand, R-South Elgin; 
and Rep. John E. Porter, R-Evanston. 


The bill would not restrict contribu- 


tions by any persons, according to Juck- 
ett, nor would It impose any limit on 
campaign spending. 


"A person should have the full right of 


discretion as to the use of his own mon- 
ey," said Juckett. "But the people should 
be able to find out whether a particular 
candidate has received sizable dona- 
tions from particular Interest groups so 
that they can Judge his degree of inde- 
pendence from such groups and act ac- 
cordingly at the polls." 


Nonpublic school aid 
appropriation sought 


An appropriations bill providing WO 


million for enactment of laws passed last 
year by the Illinois General Assembly for

state aid to nonpubllc schools has been 
Introduced by Rep. Eugene F. Schlick- 
man, R-Arlington Heights, although the 
laws still are subject to rulings by the 
Illinois Supreme Court aa to their con- 
stitutionality.

bill, enough to assure its passage in the 
House. 


The bills would provide $20.5 million 


for the Nonpubllc State Parental Grant 
Act, providing textbooks and auxiliary 
services to nonpubllc school students; $5 
million for the Educational Development 
Board Act, for Joint programs between 
public and nonpublic schools; and $4.5 
million for state grants to low Income 
families.

Washington Commentary 
Democrats using bit of Orwellian logic

WASHINGTON - In his classic polltl- 


cal parable "Animal Farm," George Or- 
well causes the pigs who rule the farm to 
explain democracy to the other animals 
as follows: "All animals are created 
equal; but some animals are more equal 
than others." 


Somehow that bit of logic comes to 


mind In reading the report of a group 
called the Coalition for a Democratic 
Majority on the changes that should be 
made in the selection of delegates for the 
next Democratic National Convention. 


The coalition's task force on party 


rules and structure declared that most of 
Ihe delegate selection reforms Instituted 
by the Democrats last year were "sound 
Improvements." But It said several were 
"tragically wrong" and contributed to 
the party's 1972 presidential election dis- 
aster. 


THE TASK FORCE'S first target was 


the so-called "quotas" for choosing wom- 
en, minorities and young persons to 
serve as delegates. The task force con- 
ceded that these groups might have been 
under-represented In the party's deci- 
sion-nulling process, but said the 1973 so- 
lution — to require that they be repre- 
sented by set percentages of delegates — 
was an "essentially undemocratic prin- 
ciple." 


Democracy, the task force said, should 


provide "a fair contest, not a guaranteed 
outcome." It said in selecting convention 
delegates "the sole standard should be 
that the process of selection la fully open 
and that all groups are well Informed of 
their rights of participation." ' 


"If certain groups in the Democratic 


electorate are under-represented in party 


councils, those who would increase their 
representation must organize those 
groups more effectively for political par- 
ticipation, and must persuade other ele- 
ments In the party to help them achieve 
a greater role," the group said. 


Having defined democracy as equality 


at the starting line, the task force goes 
on to consider another controversial re- 
form — to prohibit selection of elected 
officials and others as automatic dele- 
gates. 


THE TASK FORCE, which on Page 6 


of its report calls for women, blacks and 
youths who want to be delegates to or- 
ganize themselves and take their chan- 
ces in free elections says this on page 13: 


"It has been charged that many public 


officials were reluctant to run for dele- 
gate positions under the reform rules and 
that this Is why so few of them were 
represented. This is true, and under- 


standably so. A major elected official 
would be gravely embarrassed by a de- 
feat in a delegate election — and defeats 
are altogether possible in elections In 
which so much depends on accidents of 
geography, turnout or the fortunes of a 
presidential primary campaign." 


So, it says, the reform rule barring ap- 


pointment of ex-officlo delegates should 
be repealed and replaced by a require- 
ment that all Incumbent Democratic gov- 
ernors and congressmen be granted ex- 
offlclo status. This, it proclaimed, "will 
In our judgment, make our conventions 
more authentically democratic and rep- 
resentative."

stantially damage municipalities 
which use it as the basis for their 
current and future budgets, which 
In* many cases they have com- 
mitted themselves to on the basis 
of: expected revenues from these 
shopping 
facilities. Moreoever, 


none of the communities which 
would benefit from such a redistri- 
bution, to our knowledge, has dem- 
onstrated that the added revenue 
would be'used for tax relief or to 
abate such pressing problems as 
school financing or flooding. 


Whatever merits the various pro- 


posals for redistribution of sales 
tax monies may have, they un- 
fortunately represent the usual 
piece-meal approach of the legisla- 
ture to tax reform. 


Members of the Illinois House in 


recent days have been blithely vot- 


ing approval of various so-called 
"tax relief" measures. In various 
stages of passage are bills to re- 
move the sales tax from medi- 
cines, bills to freeze local property 
taxes at the 1973 level, bills for per 
capita rebates on the state income 
tax of $8.75 per person, or to grant 
an Income exemption of $350 per 
person In a household. 


AH of these bills have an obvious 


appeal to the voters, and it Is nice 
for state representatives to be able 
to go home and tell the folks that 
they voted for them. 


Unfortunately, none of them 


makes any provision for making up 
the lost revenue. 


It Is estimated that if all the "tax 


relief" measures before the House 
were to be passed, the state would 
loss annual revenue of more than a 
half billion dollars. 


While we believe that state ex- 


penditures can be trimmed, we 
find it unrealistic that you can cut 
off revenue of such magnitude 
without corresponding reductions 
in services or misspent money. 
None of the tax proposals cited 
above provides for either. 


A shotgun approach to paring 


taxes can lead only to financial 
complications, and the members of 
the House know that But by voting 
for every "relief" measure, they 
can project a favorable image 
back home and simply pass on the 
responsibility for killing ill-con- 
ceived legislation to the Senate or 
the governor. 


Illinois' tax structure is unar- 


guably Inequitable — and the sales 
tax is a good example — but what 
is needed is a complete over- 
hauling under a comprehensive 
plan. 


The answer to regressive taxes 


in Illinois may lie in an increased 
Income tax, generally considered 
to be the fairest of all taxes. Or it 
could be in legislation to allow mu- 
nicipalities in need to institute a 
one-cent sales tax of their own. 


It surely does not lie in simply 


taking money from the haves and 
giving it to the have-nots, or in 
t h r o w i n g out taxes in- 
discriminately.

LONDON - Russia Is giving the capi- 


talists some object lessons in bow to do 
business - big business at a whacking) 
profit, that la. 


The Kremlin's experts have recently 


provided two striking examples that 
stand out among other less impressive 


One deal has Just been negotiated by 


Moecow with the European Economic 
Community — which Moscow in- 
cidentally does not even recognize — in- 
volving the purchase of surplus Eu- 
ropean butter for hundreds of million dol- 
lars. 


Russia is short of butter, and by going 


to the Community has managed to se- 
cure some 200.000 tons of It, or half the 
Community's surplus stock. 


WHAT B more telling Is that Moscow 


Is buying it at a fraction of the price 
Community citizens have to pay. 


Taking advantage of the Community's 


pricing subsidies and financing methods, 
the Russians not only get the butter they 
need, but they get it at tl-row-away 
prices, leaving some of the capitalist 
member governments wringing their 
bands in angry embarassment 


The subsidy paid by the West Is said to 


run to some 1150 for 20 (digrams. 


To top the story, some reports said 


that the deal was Initiated by a French 
millionaire businessman, said to be a 
member of the French Communist party, 
which apparently Is expected to benefit 
from the deal through discreet "contribu- 
tions." 


Before this deal the Russians managed 


an even bigger one when they negotiated 
the purchase of American and other 
Western wheat supplies to the tune of 
some *2 buHon. 


THE AMERICANS who negotiated the 


deal were reportedly left in the dark at 
the lime about the extent of the Soviet 
agricultural crisis and the desperate situ- 
ation in which they found themselves. 


The Americans, so the story went after 


the deal was clinched last year, might 
have been able to get a higher price in 
the face of the weak Soviet negotiating 
position. 


Only some time later did the real story 


of the Soviet grain disaster begin to filter 
through the curtain of official secrecy.

The free ride is over for 11 out-of-atate 


insurance companies selling policies in 
Illinois, says Fred A. Mauck, director of 
the state's Department of Insurance. 


Mauck cited the companies for setting 


up shell, or "pup," home offices in Illi- 
nois to avoid payment of the 2 per cent 
premium tax for out of state companies 
doing business here. 


The companies have six months to set

The Beatles were singing "Hey, Jude," 


beH bottom pants were the new fashion 
rage and to Chicago the Clean-for-Gene 
kids were doing battle with police at the 
Democratic Convention, back to August 
of 1988 when Sharon Smith left for Ethi- 
opia. 


Miss Smith, whose parents are Mr. and 


Mrs. James Smith of 909 S. Dunton, Ar- 
lington Heights, is a missionary nurse to 
that east African country. After her four 
and a half year assignment, she is home 
for a year's furlough. 


In the months to come Sharon wffl be 


traveling around the country giving talks 
about bar experiences, but right now, she 
is "Just enjoying being home and visiting 
with my family — and going shopping!" 


"The stores are just fascinating to 


me," exclaims this Arlington High 
School graduate, who has spent much of 
the last four years to tribal villages near- 
ly inaccessible except by air. 


UNFOLDING A map of the African 


continent Sharon pointed out the loca- 
tions of the villages where she has 
worked, explaining that the red lines are 
highways and the yellow ones dirt roads. 
I saw only one red line and about three 
yellow ones to the whole country of Ethi- 
opia! 


A bumpy, 12-hour drive to a four- 


wheel-drive vehicle would get you from 
Addis Ababa, the capital, to one of these 
villages, Sharon said, but moat of the 
time she flew to single engine Cessna 
planes. 


"It's reafly fun to fly — you get a 


bird's eye view of the country, and it's 
Just beautiful," she said. 


During the rainy season, of course, 


even the "roads" become nothing but 
mudhotes. The rainy season lasts for 
months, Sharon said, but the climate is 
generally mild. However, to the town of 
BekoJI, which is 8500 feet above sea lev- 
el, there was sometimes frost, she re- 
called. 


THE STORY OF Sharon's sojourn to 


this strange land really began back in 
I960, when she entered Evanston Hospi- 
tal School of Nursing. Following gradu- 
ation to 1983, aba went to the University 
of Washington to Seattle to get her bach- 
elor's degree. After that, she worked 
awhile, attended Bible school to Portland 
and to 1987 was appointed by the Baptist 
General Conference Board of Missions to 
be a missionary nurse to Ethiopia. In Au- 
gust, 1988, she left on her assignment. 


"I don't remember feeling lonely for ' 
my family" she recalls. "I was used to 
living across the country from them and 
not seeing them for long periods of- 
time." 


"But when you move into another cul- 


ture, you suddenly become illiterate, 
deaf and dumb — and that was hard. I 
couldn't communicate with the people 
there, except with the missionaries. And 
for any woman not to be able to talk is a 
frustrating experience! "-she laughed. . 


The first order of business,'then, was 


to learn the language. She attended lan- 
guage school for one year, studying Am- 
haric, the national language. Amharic, 
Sharon has since deckled, is somewhat 
similar to Hebrew. It has 33 characters, 
each with seven, forma, plus several mis-, 
cellaneous characters. All told, there are 
some 180 letters to be learned, and .she 
still doesn't feel fluent In Amharic,'she 
said. 


BUT, AFTER all of that, it turned out 


that each tribe has its own different lan- 
guage. So, when she arrived at her first 
station among the Galla people, she dis- 
covered they spoke Gallinia, with a little'' 
Amharic only as a second language. 
Thus, all of her work and routine com- 
municating had to be carried on through 
an interpreter. 


The most frustrating part of the lan- 


guage struggle, Sharon found, is that 
"you can make your needs known, but it 
is much harder to express intangibles." 


"Our work was a demonstration of the 


love of Christ, but we wanted to be able 
to talk about intangible things, too." She 
has determined to learn Gallinia when 
she goes back. 


The second major frustration was the 


medical situation. 


"I had to rationalize that the standard 


of cleanliness in the clinics was a lot bet- 
ter than in the people's homes, but I sim- 
ply had to put U.S. standards of sterility 
out of my mind," Sharon said. 


AS A NURSE, Sharon "did many 


things that a nurse here wouldn't be 
allowed to do: X-rays, examinations, de- 
livering babies, suturing or minor sur- 
gery, diagnosis and prescription." ' 


"A typtea^y wouW>clude anything 


from supervvtog • personnel, problems 
(which was a'. real challenge, Sharon 
said, due to certain cultural customs) to 
playing pharmacist." 


The clinics, she said, operate on an 8 to 


S basis. There Is no personnel on duty 
during the night, and if a patient has to. 
stay overnight, a relative must stay with 


him to feed and watch him. Such proce- 
dures as giving intravenous fluids are 
'.suspended at night. There is no elec- 
' tridty, except for a generator which pro- 
vides light for about three hours in the 
evening. 


Under these conditions Sharon and her 


colleagues dealt with TB, leprosy, nutri- 
tional deficiencies, eye infections, ele- 


• phantiasls, parasites, fevers and some- 
• times a case of malaria or cholera. 
• WITHOUT THE medical care and edu- 
' cation offered by the missions, the Islam- 
ic portion -of the population simply ac- 
' cepts illness and subsequent death as the 
• will, of Allahi while the Ethiopian Ortho- 
'dox Christians rely on .witch doctors and 
sacrifices to appease 'the evil spirits, 
Sharon explained. '~i" 
; She believes the medical aid is espe- 
: daily helpful to the Warns, since due to 
' the: passive nature of their spiritual be- 
liefs they would .not /ordinarily seek or 
get help. She recalled the case of a 10- 
year-old Islamic girl.'who had been sev- 
erely burned and was brought to the clin- 
ic. 
, 


"By all medical accounting, she should 


not have lived. But she did, .Nothing that 
was humanly possible' could have saved 
her. Her family became'convinced that 
God had healed her and they asked to 
have Bible teaching.": :..... 


As she tells this story, Sharon's face 


becomes -wreathed in smites, commu- 
nicating ;more obviously than words, her 
gratification at such medical and reli- 
gious accomplishments. ; ,\ . 


Rewarding seems too trivial <a word to 


encompass' not only the satisfaction of 
Sharon's work but the ultimate Inter- 
twining of her life with a people and cul- 
ture at first so strange and forbidding. 


SHARON LIVED in a home similar to 


the round, •'mud-walled, mud-floored, 
thatched-roofed nuts of the tribal people. 
She often .ate their native dish, a large 
thin "pancake" made' by grinding grain 
and water 'into a. dough that.* Is, baked 
over a fire. It Is served' with a kind of 
stew .which.' may' be spiced with -hot !red

As you probably know, there an three 


types of cottage cheese - the straight- 
drained, slated curd of skim milk; 
creamed, which has cream or milk 
added; and dry, which Is a pressed vari- 
ety. Ricotta Is the same basic product 
but takes Its name from the word Itself, 
which means repeated slow boiling. In 
other words, ricotta la a cottage cheese 
put through a recooktog process. It does 
main excellent f-Tftgim, but If you can't' 
find tt, don't fret Just go ahead and use 
cottage cheese.

ting, has done so well for CBS-TV at a 
time when that network, seeking the ur- 
ban audience, had just about finished rid- 
ding itself, with determination, of the 
many other provinclally oriented shows 
(mostly comedy) that marked it for so 
long. But the secret of "The Waltons" is 
that, although the setting is rural, its val- 
ues, emphasizing love, kindness and gen- 
tleness, capture a widespread contempo- 
rary desire and attitude felt in big towns 
and small nowadays.' 


There is more thair just nostalgia 


drawing audiences to "The Waltons." Al- 
though the period is in the 1930s, the rap- 
port with the present and the contact 
with yearned-for values of the 1970s are 
achieved with admirable subtlety in the 
wise, deceptively simple scripts and the 
affectionate relationships in the family 
portrayed. As in alost all notable theat- 
rical endeavors, everything starts with 
the writer.- And "The Waltons" is based 
on author Earl Hamner Jr.'s memories 
of growing up in Virginia with his family 
in the depression.

Swissair's new DC-lO-30, now In regu- 


lar service from Chicago-Montreal-Zu- 
rich Is being dubbed the Good Neighbor 
Jet.The new McDonnell-Douglas tri-jet 
transport enters and leaves airport areas 
with scarcely more than a discreet hum 
and a whoosh.

You can almost forget it was 
once a Roman citadel!" 


Yes, even though Zurich's present pul- 


sates with neon modernity — its f aadnat- 
ing past also charms us. 


I found it immensely exhilarating to 


stand in the bustling Banhofplatz, the 
huge square in front of the main railway 
terminal, and contemplate — with the 
help of my guidebook — the legends of 
the city's past that seemed somehow so 
far removed from the busy rush-hour 
traffic I was viewing. 


Eager to escape this 20th Century 


bustle and babble, I headed for parts of 
the city where I knew I could find the 
kind of restful calm I have'always dis- 
covered in Swiss cities — no matter how 
big they are. 


Zurich, of course, is the country's larg- 


est. 
- 


THEY CALL it the "Lakeside Garden 


City." Zurich lies on both sides of its 
lake, with the Llmmat River meandering 
through the city, dividing k into two 
parts. 


With little ambling we found ourselves 


suddenly thrust smack dab into the 
Middle Ages as we explored Zurich. 


There we were — strolling along the 


Bahnhofstrasse, the city's .main street, 
where some of the world's greatest shop- 
ping can be found — and then — scarcely 
a stone's throw away we came upon a 
pleasant medieval world of tiny cobble- 
' stoned streets, gabled roofs, painted fa- 
cades and Gothic churches. 


I couldn't help wondering how many 


famous footsteps had echoed In these 
narrow old streets through the centuries 
— or how much history had been wit- 
nessed here. 


Zurich abounds with history — and 


countless legends color its 2,000-year 
span of time. N 
I HAVE FOUND few European cities 


with as many famous names dotting its 
past. 


It was here Wagner wrote "Tristan 


and Isolde." Goethe lived in an old inn 
near the river, someone told me. 


"Right after the second World War - 


when central Europe seemed to be going 
mad — many German authors, artists, 
scientists, actors and musicians found 
peace and refuge here," a man from the 
Swiss tourist office said. 


Then he showed us the house where 


Lenin lived and the cafe where James 
Joyce worked on "Ulysses." 


Einstein received his Ph.D. from the 


University of Zurich and later came back 
to lecture there. 
• 


ZURICH, of course, is heavy on bank- 


ing, and in our wanderings through the 
city someone pointed out the bank where 
Edith Irving sealed her doom. 


Someone told me the bankers are 


called "gnomes of Zurich" — an appella- 
tion I find typically Swiss — and charm- 
ing. 


One thing's for sure. As I strolled 


along the Bahnhofstrasse — wending my 
way in and out of the elegant shops laden 
with Swiss specialties — I fervently wish- 
ed for Just one small part of the billions 
of francs in the Swiss Credit Bank, the 
dignified gray fortress that is one of the 
country's oldest and largest banks. 


If you're going to Zurich someday start 


saving right away for a shopping fund — 
and plan on plenty of time. 


Bahnhofstrasse stretches from Lake 


Zurich to the railroad station in the cen- 
ter of town — so an avid shopper could 
get lost for weeks! 


A FEW HIGH spots though: Jelmoll, a

Europe more times than anybody else In 
the USA says "some European hotels are 
wonderful — many are magnificent — a 
great number are charming and delight- 
ful — but All of them are fascinatingly 
different!"

IN LUGANO we stopped at the Bel-

This •confirms a recent EEC survey

Disabled American Veterans Association 
reports that 340,000 Vietnam era veter- 
ans an receiving some compensation to- 
day, but that flgun includes a majority 
who have been only slightly damaged 
thus only slightly scarred. Thompson 
represents perhaps 2,500 to 3,000 Vletvets 
who have suffered spinal cord <nad It 
'critical') injury, and then an thou- 
sands of othen who have lost eyes, legs, 
arms or other uses of their bodies. 


IT HAS, of course, always been thus in 


war. But the peculiar nature, If not to 
say odor, of the Vietnam conflict seems 
to emphasise the head-shaking tragedy 
of the contemporary maimed veteran. 
After other American wan the per- 
manenlly injured could at least salvage 
some satisfaction from the knowledge 
they got what they got for a more or less 
necessary battle. Today, says one para- 
plegic, "The only thing we know la that 
we got what we got for this damn'peace 
with honor'.'' 


Besides this, the American public has 


not helped. It too has been long soured 
on Vietnam and, some say, those who 
participated IB It Evidence is that many 
people simply want to forget about the 
whole blasted thing - and forget about 
anyone who reminds them of the whole 
blasted thing. Hence the guy in the 
wheelchair gets little mileage rattling his 
medals; in fact, says James Maye of the 
Pararjned Veterans Association, the dis- 
abled vet is "being shunted aside and 
forgotten. People look at us as keen. 
They subconsciously put us out of their 
minds. And as time passes we think this 
treatment la going to get worse." 


Indeed. Recently the Veterans Admin- 
istntkn compiled a study concerning the 
merits of compensation to disabled vetor- 


Its findings indicated the 


chaps wen an but dripping with govern- 
ment granted wealth, thus slight reduc- 
tions might be in order. Slight? Ron 
Drach, a ens legged Vletvet now working 
with the DAV, says his monthly com. 
peasation, under the VA proposal, would 
be cut from SflTD to $124.' Needless to 
say Drach was not happy with the 
report and protested bitterly. 


SO DID thousands of other 


capped Vletvets. And the VA, slightly 
hmuHated, almost with apoJogiosTwmY. 
drew the proposition with uncharacteris- 
tic haste. 


But even though compensation cuts an 


»o longer expected, and even if the fu- 
ture is to be no wane than the present 
for seriously disabled Vletvets, things 
wffl be bad enough.

"I get damn mad when * see ev- 
ery minority group hi the country 
(blacks, women, etc.) take priority jobs 
preference over veterans. Then is one 
government program, for example, that 
offers tax credits to employers of the 
hardcore unemployed. Well obviously, 
then, if a guy has got 20 openings he's 
going to fill them with 20 hard-core 
unemployed — why should he hire a dis- 
abled vet if be can get federal com- 
pensation for hiring others?" 


Bad as it is, the unemployment puzzle 


Is only one of the burdens being shared 
by seriously disabled Vietnam veterans. 
An even more aggravating one, especial- 
ly for the wheekbaind victim, is the an- 
cient obstacle of public accommodation. 
Wheelchairs cannot negotiate stain, can- 
not leap into buses, cannot squeeze 
through the narrow doors of many res- 
taurants, cannot block the aisles at mov- 
ie theaters. Handicapped people have 
been complaining for generations about 
such "exclusionary facilities," to no 
serious avail

Yet 
builders of Washington's new Metro sub- 
way have told the PVA that they "will 
not" construct necessary elevators, 
ramps, etc. to enable wheelchair citizens 
access, the PVA says it is suing, but ad- 


mits to a probably losing cause. Sighs 
one Viet member: "Since I've got back 
I've noticed a pattern in this country. 
Metro, jobs, you name it I just don't 
think people want me around." 


But the disabled Vietnam vet is

Dark patches 
may be mildew 


An you punled by the appearance of 


dark patches on your porch celling and 
other weather protected areas on the ex- 
terior of your home? Mildew, which ap- 
pears at dark patches easily mistaken 
for dirt, may be the culprit Mildew 
grows readily on surfaces cut off from 
direct sunlight, especially moist sur- 
faces. When moisture baa penetrated 
paint, peeling may also occur. 


To correct, acrob the area with a solu* 


tkn of one quart household bleach, one* 
third cup of powdvad laundry detergent, 
two-thirds cup of a household cleaner 
containing triaodlum phosphate (check 
the box label), and three quarts of warm 
water. Remove all loos* and dis- 
integrated paint If peeling Is very tav- 
en, strip the finish down to the ban 
wood. 


Befon repainting, check for and cor- 


net any sources of moisture. Installing 
knven la the tiding in gable anas Is 
effective for porch ceilings covered by 
asbtdtyperoof. . 


When paint hat peeled to. the sub- 


strate, apply a primer recommended 
for the fmlth coat you plan to use. When 
it'a^dry, apply a paint containing mil- 
dewclde to prevent further occurrences 
of mildew. Always allow adequate dry- 
Ing time between aQ stages of work. 


If repainting it unnecessary, check the 


porch ceiling periodicalty for signs of 
moisture. At an added guard against 
mildew, waah weatharprotected areas 
yeariy, or when they appear dirty.

A deck fits almost anywhere, enhanc- 


ing any site, flat or sloping. It can be 
placed over a garage or driveway, off a 
second story or just one step off the 
ground. 


Decks, of course, come hi many styles, 


sizes and shapes. One popular pattern, 
especially suited for a flat lot, is a par- 
quet deck, with three-foot square sec- 
tions placed over a bed of gravel and

Tastes differ, and the flocked 
wallpaper for which you paid $17 a roll 
may strike another person as a terrible 
waste of money.,Other prospects may 
not be impressed by wall-to-wall carpet- 
ing and tj»e- same may be true of ex- 
pensive and unusual lighting fixtures. A 
new exterior paint job may make the 
house look more attractive to prospects 
but the cost should be considered a nor- 
mal maintenance expense. 


Is this any reason to hold back on 


home Improvements? "Certainly not!" 
says the Kislak Mortgage executive. "Af- 
ter all," he says, "the main purpose of 
buying a bouse Is not to sell it later on 
for a profit but to provide a good place to 
live based on your Individual life style. 


It is always possible, of course, to 


overimprove a property in terms of the 
value of neighboring homes," he added, 
"but generally the changes and additions 
you have made to make your house more 
satisfying have paid for themselves if 
they accomplish this. The dollar value 
when the time comes that you want to 
sell the house Is a pleasant extra."

humidifier, it will probably be twice as 
dry as the Sahara Desert during the win- 
ter. 


This dire warning comes from the Na- 


tional Better Heating-Cooling Council 
which notes that during the winter the 
relative humidity in many homes is 13 
per cent or less while the average .rela- 
tive humidity of the Sahara Desert is 23 
percent. 


In the winter, the air in the average 


house changes completely every two 
hours or less. As this air, which is cold 


heated and becomes drier. Unless mois- 
ture is added to the air, the relative hu- 
midity drops. 


There are important reasons why hu- 


midification Is needed within the home. 
Medical authorities are agreed that dry 
air adds to the discomfort of upper respi- 
ratory diseases. Painted surfaces within 
the home tend to peel or crack; the glue 
in furniture dries out; and people suffer 
shocks from static electricity.

Dear Dr. Lamb — My friend falls 


asleep while driving a car even through 
heavy traffic. 


We have warned her of the accidents 


she might cause and the death of her 
whole family of four minor children. To 
this she replied the has no control. Sleep 
comes as if she Is In another world. She 
has tried cold drinks, pinching, slapping 
and scratching herself, and even this 
gets to be soothing after a while. Chew- 
Ing on Ice and rubbing It on her face, 
neck, and arms does not help either. 
Within five minutes after she starts driv- 
ing, she starts getting drowsy. 


She has had three EEGs and these 


showed nothing wrong. 


Dear Reader — At least It sounds like 


your friend has started In the right direc- 
tion and Is getting some professional ad- 
vice if she has already had three EEGs 
(brain waves studies). Some people have 
a problem called narcolepsy which 
means that they drop off to sleep readily 
without warning. Characteristically, 
this is In a variety of circumstances, 
not limited to driving a car. Your friend 
should be seeing a neurologist, specialist 
la brain function, to determine why she 
Is having this problem. Meanwhile, she 
should not be driving, and If she persists 
in driving, at least you should not ride 
with her. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — In the last six 


months, I have developed a hernia on my 
tower right side at the groin. It does not 
cause any discomfort. In fact I wouldn't 
have known that I had It If I hadn't no- 
ticed the bulge. 


I am 69 years old, run two miles every 


morning (which I hava done for years — 
recently cut down from five miles), 
weigh 145 pounds stripped, am S feet 10 
inches tall. 


What should I do? 
Dear Reader — Congratulations on 


maintaining such good health all these 
years. I am sure that there are many 
individuals much younger than you who 
couldn't run two miles any morning and 
their level of fitness Is such that it 
wouldn't be safe for them to do so. Regu- 
lar physical activity and keeping your 
weight down are great aids In maintain- 
ing good health. 


You probably have the common type of 


inguinal hernia that results from protru- 
sion of a loop of small Intestine through a 
weak spot in the abdominal wall where 
the cord to the testicle passes through. 
For an Individual who is in good health, 
as I assume that you are, probably the 
best thing to do is have corrective sur- 
gery. 


People do wear a truss, or support, to 


get along without surgery, but then Is 


always a danger of complications from 
the hernia. For someone as active as you 
are, unless there is some other medical 
problem, I would certainly recommend 
seeing what you can do about getting it 
repaired. 


Tht hernia occurs because tendons, 


muscles, and membranes tear or stretch 
to allow the bowel loop to pass through. 
The bowel loop has to be placed back in 
the abdomen (it usually slides in and out 
anyway) and all of these structures 
sewed back in proper place.

The problem arose after Michigan vot- 


ers decided last November to put the 
state back on Daylight Saving Time after 
going without for several years. 


After the election, Menominee and

It is also a pretty good contract in 


match point duplicate but seven no- 
trump is a better one. It won't make if 
diamonds break 5-1 and the man with 
five diamonds hangs onto all of them( 
but the extra 10 points are going to mean 
a top score as against one just a trifle 
above average. 


Here is how one pair got this top score 


by use of one of our conventions, the 
Jacoby two-no-trump. 


South's two no-trump response had 


nothing to do with no-trump but showed 
a strong spade raise. North's three-spade 
rebld said, "I have a very good hand 
without a singleton." 


The four-club and four-diamond bids 


showed aces, whereupon South went 
right into Blackwood and found that, his 
partner held two aces and two kings. He 
also knew that North held at least two 
diamonds. 


This made it possible for South to 


count to 13 tricks provided one of North's 
kings was in spades.

Kildeer district 
begins planning 
for 4th school

Klldccr School Dist. 06 Is laying the 


financial groundwork for a fourth school 
that will eventually be needed because of 
the recent addition of several residential 
developments in Buffalo Grove. 


The school board next Monday night 


will discuss proposed donations from two 
of the developers that may provide a site 
for the new school and part of the funds 
for its construction. The meeting is 
scheduled for 8 p.m. at Kildeer Coun- 
tryside School in Long Grove. 


The Otis Development Co. has already 


begun construction on the first phase of 
Its development called "The Crossings" 
In the northwest corner of the village. The 
luxury residential complex Is scheduled 
to include a total of 648 units and take 
about four years to complete. Town- 
houses, apartments, cluster homes and 
single family dwellings are planned. 


Dlst. 96 Supt. William Hltzeman said 


yesterday he will recommend the school 
board accept Otis' proposed donation of 
$2-1,750 for the 115 townhouscs included in 
the first phases of the project. 


THE DONATION is based on a for- 


mula included In a Buffalo Grove resolu- 
tion passed last fall. The measure re- 
quires land or cash contributions from 
local developers to help offset the impact 
of their projects on schools and parks. 


Hltzeman estimated the entire cash do- 


nation Dlst. 96 will eventually receive 


Aspen ditch 
repair talks 
set tomorrow 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board will 


meet at 8 p.m. tomorrow with Levitt and 
Son* Inc. and a group of homeowners to 
discuss the repair of the Aspen drainage 
ditch. 


The ditch, which runs behind homes on 


Aspen Drive and Aspen Court, In Levitt's 
development, has been a subject of re- 
cent controversy. The ditch is 44 feet 
wide and 14 feet deep in some places and 
has been called "an eyesore and danger 
to the community." 


Six homeowners along the ditch have 


charged Levitt misrepresented the ditch 
when they purchased their homes. They 
have asked Levitt to pay for the repairs. 


Leavltt said the agreement with the 


homeowners was to clean, grade down 
and plant grass along the ditch. The firm 
said it plans to do this work sometime 
this spring. 


Covering the ditch and constructing an 


underground culvert In its place has been 
suggested as the best solution. The work 
will cost between $40,000 and $45,000. 


Levitt said the homeowners knew the 


open ditch was there when they pur- 
chased their homes and denied agreeing 
to fill in the ditch. 


from Otis will amount to about $127,000. 
The balance of the payment will be de- 
termined as Otis completes his plans for 
the rest of the development. 


Contrary to the terms of the Buffalo 


Grove resolution, Otis is scheduled to 
pay the school district at the time he re- 
ceives occupancy permits from the vil- 
lage rather than when he is issued build- 
ing permits. 


Village Mgr. Dan Larson said yester- 


day this is because the Buffalo Grove 
resolution was not In effect when the Otis 
annexation was approved last summer. 


Hltzeman said although the school dis- 


trict would like to get the money, sooner 
In order to invest it, the delay in receiv- 
ing the funds won't cause the district any 
particular hardship. 


"NO DOUBT It would be nice to invest 


the money sooner, but we have to be sen- 
sitive to the developer's needs too, in 
terms of wht capital he has to work 
with," he said. 


Hltzeman said that because the num- 


ber of children produced by the Otis de- 
velopment could end up either larger or 
smaller than the number predicted, an 
adjustment in the donation may have to 
be made later. 


The Dlst. 96 school board is also weigh- 


ing several alternatives proposed by Lev-. 
Itt and Sons Inc. to satisfy the firm's ob- 
ligation to the district. Hitzeman said' a 
decision may be reached Monday. 


Levitt intends to build 75 single-family 


homes, 225 apartment condominiums and 
82 townhouse condominiums on a 50-acre 
site known as the Koelper-Demuth par- 
cel, east of Arlington Heights Road and 
north of Rte. 83. 


A nearby 61-acre site known as the 


Wagner parcel is also to be developed 
with 284 townhouse condominiums. It is 
located south of Aptaklsic Road and east 
of Arlington Heights Road. 


LEVITT HAS offered the school board 


three alternative donations. The board is 
required to make its decision by June. 


As one alternative, Levitt has agreed 


to donate an 11-acre school site on the 
southwest corner of the Wagner parcel. 
The school board has authorized soil 
tests to determine how much of the land 
Is bulldable. Although much of the area 
lies in floodplaln, Levitt has indicated the 
firm plans to Improve the site's poor 
drainage. 


Levitt also agreed to contribute cash 


Instead of the 11-acre site or to donate 
the five usable acres of the property and 
either give the district five more acres 
somewhere else or money to buy the 
land. There are several acres of property 
between the two parcels that 'might be 
purchased to provide at least 10 acres 
needed for a school. 


It is not known when the fourth school 


• in Dlst. 96 will be built. The school board 
plans now to temporarily close Kildeer 
School after Twin Groves, the newest 
school in the district, opens early next 
year. The projected enrollment will not 
necessitate operating all three schools.

mission plans to contact major organiza- 
tions throughout the village in an effort 
to get the organizations Interested in 
forming a village blood bank. 


The commission, which was appointed 


last month by the village board, met for 
the first time last week. The village 
board in December voted to join several 
other communities in a guaranteed 
blood-replacement program conducted 
by the North Suburban Association of 
Health Resources (NSAHR). 


Buffalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


ter, a member of the commission, said 
the success of the blood program de- 
pends on the degree of participation by 
organizations within the village. "We're 
going to have to go out to every group 
and get them Interested," he said. "We 
have to sell the organization on the pro- 
gram and let them get started as groups 
and eventually work for the village 


THE NSAHR program provides free 


blood replacement anywhere in .the coun- 
try for all residents of the participating 


community if four per cent of its resi- 
dents donate one pint of blood each year. 
Buffalo Grove's population -is about 
18,000 at present, so 720 pints of blood 
would be needed each year. 


The program for organizations oper- 


ates the same way, except that a pint of 
blood must be donated by 20 per cent of 
its members each year. Winter said the 
blood donated toward the organization 
goal also counts for the village goal. 


Joel Johnson, director of donor recruit- 


ment for the North Suburban Blood Cen- 
ter (NSBC), who Is administering .the 
drive, said In addition to the village and 
organization program, there is an indi- 
vidual guaranteed blood replacement 
program. If Buffalo Grove or any of the 
organizations fall short of its goal, the 
Individuals who donated blood continue 
to be eligible for free blood replacement 
•even though the village or organization 
as a whole would not. 


"The people who give can't lose. Even 


if the village or group doesn't make it, 
they are still covered," Johnson said. 
"The groups and village, however, 


should work in tandem for the good of 
the community," he said. 


JOHNSON SAID blood programs In 


other communities have been successful. 
He said that before the NSBC programs 
were started there was a serious blood 
shortage in the north and Northwest sub- 
urban area. 


"Since the program was started we 


have never had to go out of the system 
for blood," he said. "That's a pretty slg- 
nlficant accomplishment in two years." 


Johnson said persons who are eligible 


for free blood replacement will be given 
' as much blood as they need for as long 
as they need it. "That's what's so great 
about the program. A person will be giv- 
en all the blood he needs," he said. 


At the present time, no date has been 


set for Buffalo Grove's first blood draw- 
ing. Johnson said, however, it will prob- 
ably be after June 1. 


DONORS FOR the program must be 


between 18 and 65 years old and weigh at 
least 110 pounds. Persons who have had 
hepatitis are not eligible to donate blood. 
Persons who have had certain other dis- 
eases have to wait a certain period of 


time before they are eligible, Johnson 
said. 


Prospective donors who are taking me- 


dication have to wait for it to leave their 
system before they are eligible. This 
takes varying periods of time depending 
on the medication, Johnson said. 


Donors are eligible to give a pint of 


blood every eight weeks to a maximum 
of five times a year.

Developers of the controversial Devon- 


53 housing project have asked Elk Grove 
Village to schedule a public hearing be- 
tween May 23 and June IS on annexation 
and rezonlng of their 287-acre site.

works display, and we want to do all we 
can to make sure it is safe," she said. 


The committee recommended that the 


Lions move the site where the fireworks 
are Ignited from Lions Park on Kennedy 
Boulevard to the Elk Grove High School 
athletic field.

Hulett said if the rock- 
ets had fallen 12 feet farther, they would 
have landed in the middle of the fire- 
works stockpile, and people around 
would have been injured or killed. 


One year the crew shooting off the dis- 


play was drinking beer while handling 
the explosives, and other times they 
were setting off the fireworks with ciga- 
rettes, Hulett said. He added there al- 
ways was the possibility of "fallout" 
from the display injuring someone. 


"As the years go by, with the increase 


in population and built-up areas, it be- 
comes Increasingly difficut to safely dis- 
charge fireworks," Hulett sad. He ad- 
vised fireworks be abolished before any- 
one is killed or maimed in Elk Grove 
Village.

ment was not clear on construction of 
fences. 


AN APPEAL to the first suit may be 


filed, according to Hcidelbergcr. He said 
If the association wins the appeal, the 
fence will have to be removed. Until then 
the fence can remain. 


Ho said the Injunction prohibiting ex- 


terior Improvements would not affect the 
existing fence. 


The first suit was filed early this year 


after the fence was erected. The associ- 
ation charged that the fence was built in 
violation of the association agreement. 


Donald Qulnn, vice president of the as* 


soclatlon, said at the time that fences 
were opposed because they divided up 
the open landscape and added to mainte- 
nance costs.

Pupils can set 
dress codes 
for graduation 


Senior classes at the four High School 


Dist. 211 schools will be able to set dress 
codes for this year's graduation ceremo- 
nies with the support of the district's 
board. 


The board agreed Thursday to allow 


the students to set their own mandatory 
standards for dress at graduation after 
hearing from seniors at all four schools.

A Palatine High School student said he 


did nut believe the guidelines for dress 
should be mandatory, but added, "The 
parents will make sure most of their kids 
will dress nicely and the others won't 
want to stand out so they will conform." 


Kalkwarf said he believed that some 


kind of rules were also needed for the 
parents who attend graduation. "If 
you're going to put guidelines on the stu- 
dents," he said, "I think you should do 
something about the parents. Last year 
at graduation the parents were very un- 
ruly."

Carbona was shot 'from a distance9

Testimony in the murder trial of Ruth 


Carbona yesterday Indicated that her 
husband was shot from a distance great- 
er than four feet. 


Two experts from the Chicago Police 


Crime Laboratory testified that test 
shots they had made with Carbona's ser- 
vice revolver left powder'burns on cotton 
when the gun was fired from distances 
as great as four feet. There were no pow- 
der burns or gunpowder particles found 
on any of the clothes Lt. Carbona was 
wearing the morning he was shot, the 
testimony revealed. 


The prosecution has charged that Car- 


bona was shot in the back by his wife as 
he walked down the stairway of their 
Mount Prospect home. Mrs. Carbona's 
defense hinges on her statement that the 
shooting took place accidentally when 
she reached for her husband's arm as he 
was holding the gun on the stairway. 


The four-foot distance may prove criti- 


cal In the jury's determination of wheth- 
er Carbona was shot accidentally or was 
murdered by his wife. 


ONE MORE prosecution witness is ex- 


pected to testify in the trial today before 


the defense begins its case. Mrs. Car- 
bona, 30, of 1206 Euclid, Mount Prospect, 
has been free on $15,000 bond since her 
arrest following the Dec. 22, 1971 shoot- 
Ing of her husband, a Cook County Sher- 
iff's police lieutenant. 


Yesterday, Sgt. Louis R. Vitullo, an ex- 


pert from the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment Crime Laboratory, told the jury of 
seven women and five men he had exam- 
ined microscopically the entire back of 
Lt. Carbona's corduroy coat but found 
"no residual matter of a propellant on 
the coat." 


Vitullo said there was no sign of gun- 


powder even in infrared photographs of 
the coat. 


He said the hole in the back of the coat 


was "cylindrical, with a slight rip in the 
seam" and that he saw no burns, powder 
deposits, or foreign matter on the coat. 


Sgt. Vitullo said similar examinations 


of the light blue wlndbreaker and the 
blue knit undershirt Carbona was wear- 
ing under the corduroy coat also showed 
no evidence of powder residue or burns. 


VITULLO LISTED the results of other 


tests holding Carbona's revolver up to as 
far as 48 inches from the test material, 


i n d i c a t i n g that there was some 
"tatooing" from partially burned powder 
particles even at that distance. 


He said he also examined the plastic 


bag police had delivered the corduroy 
coat to the lab in, but found no powder 
particles in it. 


He said even laboratory vaccum- 


ing of a fabric would not remove 100 
per cent, of the powder particles from 
test material. Criminal Courts Judge Ar- 
thur L. Dunne refused to let Vitullo esti- 
mate how far the gun was held from Car- 
bona's coat when the lieutenant was shot. 


Under cross examination by the def- 


nese, Vitullo said the cotton used for test 
firing Carbona's revolver was not the 
same material as the corduroy coat, the 
wlndbreaker or the undershirt. "Cordu- 
roy is cotton, but in a different form," he 
said. 


The other witness yesterday, Sgt. Bert 


Nielson, a firearms technician with the 
crime lab, said the .357 caliber Magnum 
revolver could only be fired by holding 
the trigger in a rearward position. He 
said safeties keep the gun from firing 
merely by a manual release of the ham- 
mer. 


He said the bullet which killed Carbona 


High school board shelves 'open lunch' 


was fired from the same type weapon 
as Carbona's service revolver, but said 
he had been unable to find identifying 
markings which would definitely prove 
the bullet had been fired from that spe- 
cific revolver. 


He said the nose of the bullet had been 


flattened, indicating it had hit something 
harder than itself when it entered the- 
body. 


HE SAID IN response to defense ques- 


tions that there was no indication the 
bullet had ricocheted before hitting Car- 
bona. 


"The appearance of the bullet in- 


dicated it hit fairly well nose on," he 
said. 


He said under cross examination that 


he believed the bullet would have left a 
powder residue when fired from six 
inches away even if it had been located 
with "fast burning powder." 


Both policemen testified they had not 


done any laboratory work at the Carbona 
home and could not say if there were 
marks from the bullet ricocheting off of 
the wall, railing or rug at the home. 


Defense attorney Barnard Brody asked 


both policemen, as he has other In- 
vestigating officers, whether they con- 
ducted a paraffin test to see whether the 
defendant or Carbona had fired a weap- 
on. Both said they had not, and Vitullo 
said the Chicago police crime lab had not 
used the test since 1950. 


The possibility that students in High 


School Dist. 211 will be able to leave 
school during their lunch hour died a qui- 
et death last week at the High School 
Dist. 211 board meeting. 


Board members agreed to take no fur- 


ther action on the question of "open 
lunch," a subject that has come up inter- 
mittently at board meetings since Sep- 
tember. 


About 350 students at Schaumburg 


High School staged a protest walk-out at 
the school in September. One of their de- 
mands was for "open lunch." 


Under an "open lunch" plan, students 


would be allowed to leave school during 
their lunch periods. At one point several 
months ago, Supt. Richard Kolze told the 
board that if it wanted to allow open 
lunch it would also have to tighten up on 
regulations regarding truancy and tardi- 
ness at the schools. 


THE BOARD, at that time said it 


would want to survey the attitude of par- 
ents to the proposed change before 
adopting an open lunch plan. Thursday, 
Kolze showed the board a sample card 
which could be sent to parents asking for 
their opinions on the change. 


Board Pres. Robert Creek said he op- 


posed sending the survey form at a cost 
of $500 because it would be hard to check 
the reliability of the response and be- 
cause it was unlikely to get more than a 
25 per cent response from those it was 
sent to. . 


"A 25 per cent opinion isn't enough for 


Bob Creek to be content with," Creek 
said. He added that it also would not be 
enough for him to change his mind about 
the desirability of open lunch. 


Creek said the board's attorney has 


said he believes the rule prohibiting stu- 
dents from leaving school during lunch 
would be overturned If challenged 
in 


court. Creek added, "I'm willing to take 
my chances that someone might sue. I 


don't feel any great pressure to do any- 
thing different now." 


Other board members agreed there 


was no outside pressure for a change in 
board policy. 


"The pressure has come from within 


us," board member Robert Seger said.

Need a pet? Give her a ring 
Mickie Young digs 
they sure dig her

MIckie Young's heart is bigger than her 


pocketbook, and her biggest weakness is 
dogs — all sizes, all kinds and all in the 
house. 


Although her attachment to canines be- 


gan when she was a child, the real boom 
in the dog population around Mrs. Young 
started when she discovered animal shel- 
ters and anti-cruelty centers were killing 
dogs and other animals if no one ap- 
peared to adopt them. 


As she made the rounds of police sta- 


tions and shelters searching for homeless 
dogs, Mrs. Young began accumulating 
an array of animals, until now her own 
pets include 31 dogs, even more cats and 
an occasional bird or fox. And there's a 


personable old steed thrown into the 
throng, grazing in the front yard. 


She won't part with any of her own 


animals, but Mrs. Young took on an ad- 
ditional burden recently. She agreed to 
keep several animals for Save-A-Pet, a 
Highland Park organization which keeps 
deserted animals indefinitely, until good 
homes are found. Mrs. Young's job is 
finding such homes for the dogs and cats 
she is keeping for Save-A-Pet. 


A NUMBER OF the animals have al- 


ready been given away, but there are 
still four dogs and 10 cats available for 
adoption. , 
. •• •'-' 


"I would like to keep them all myself," 


Mrs. Young admitted. But she says she 
simply can't afford to take on the extra 


dogs and cats. It costs $15 a day now to 
feed her own animals. 


When Mrs. Young isn't driving a school 


bus, she and her mother make the 
rounds cleaning the cages where cats 
and some of the dogs who are not house- 
broken are kept, feeding the crew and 
giving each animal some individual at- 
tention. 


"I don't believe in animals running 


loose," Mrs. Young said. During the day, 
a few of the dogs are allowed in the 
yard, on 20-foot chains. And there's a 
mesh runway for some longer-distance 
exercise. But Mrs. Young is too con- 
cerned for the animals' safety to let 
them loose on the countryside near Lake 
Zurich. 


A year and a half ago Mrs. Young and 


her husband rented a farmhouse at Quin- 
ten and Cuba roads to provide more 
room for their brood. 


MRS. YOUNG BLAMES irresponsible 


pet owners for the unmanageable boom 
in the animal population. It she had her 
way, only licensed breeders would be 
allowed to breed animals for profit, 
eliminating the novice breeders who buy 
a pair of purebred dogs to breed them 
for the pin money realized when the pup- 
pies are sold. The current practices re- 
sult in puppies being sold to unfit own- 
ers. And unfit owners frequently, wind up 
giving their pets to an animal shelter or 
dumping them in the country, Mrs. 
Young said. 


"These dogs can't speak for them- 


selves. So we have to speak for them. 
They don't want to die," Mrs. Young 
said, as the tears welled up in her eyes 
at the thought of an animal being put to 
death. 


All of her animals, including those to 


be given away have had all required 
shots, Mrs. Young said. 


"Every veterinarian in the area knows 


me," she said. 


And nearly every Saturday means 


baths for at least five of the dogs. 


Just cleaning up after the pets requires 


a monumental effort. Mrs. Young said 
she and her mother change the papers in 
the cages about seven times a day. Fleas

ard A. Xlelndienst, Nixon declared that 
those who perpetuated the crime — and 
those'seeking to cover it up — must be 
punished.

But as. for the.responsibility for per- 


mitting the situation to come about, that, 
ho declared is his alone and "I accept 
it." 


He said it would be easy to blame the 


subordinates to whom he had assigned 


responsibility for running his campaign. 
But that would be the "cowardly" thing 
to do; he said. 


"I will not place the blame on subordi- 


nates, people whose zeal exceeded their 
judgment and those who did wrong in the 
name of a cause they deeply believed to 
be right." 


"The responsibility belongs here, in

Carbona shot 'from distance': expert 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Testimony In the murder trial of Ruth 


Cnrbona yesterday indicated that her 
husband was shot from a distance great- 
er than four feet. 


Two experts from the Chicago Police 


Crime Laboratory testified that test 
shots they had made with Carbona's ser- 
vice revolver left powder burns on cotton 
when the gun was fired from distances 
as groat as four feet. There were no pow- 
der burns or gunpowder particles found 
on any of the clothes Lt. Carbona was 
wearing the morning he was shot, the 
testimony revealed. 


The prosecution has charged that Car- 


Ixjtia was shot In the back by his wife as 
lit- walked down the stairway of their 
Mount Prospect home. Mrs. Carbona's 
defense hinges on her statement that the 
shooting took place accidentally when 
she reached for her husband's arm as he 
was holding the gun on the stairway. 


The four-foot distance may prove criti- 


cal In the jury's determination of wheth- 
er Carbona was shot accidentally or was 
murdered by his wife. 


ONE MORE prosecution witness Is ex- 


pected to testify in the trial today before 
the defense begins Its case. Mrs. Car- 
bona, 30, of 1208 Euclid. Mount Prospect, 
ha* been free on $15,000 bond since her 
arrest following the Dec. 22, 1971 shoot- 
Ins of her husband, a Cook County Sher- 
iff's police lieutenant. 


Yesterday, Sgt. Louis R. Vllullo, an ex- 


pert from the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment Crime Laboratory, told the jury of 
seven women and five men ho had exam- 
ined microscopically the entire back of 
Lt. Carbona's corduroy coat but found 
"no residual matter of a propcllant on 
the coat." 


Vltullo said there was no sign of gun- 


powder ovun In Infrared photographs of 
the coat. 


He said the hole in the back of the coat 


was "cylindrical, with a slight rip In the 
scam" and that he saw no burns, powder 
deposits, or foreign matter on the coat. 


Sgt. Vltullo said similar examinations 


of the light blue wlndbrcakcr and the 
blue knit undershirt Carbona was wear- 
ing under the corduroy coat also showed 
no evidence of powder residue or burns. 


VITULLO LISTED the results of other 


tests holding Cnrbona's revolver up to as 


far as 48 Inches from the test material, 
i n d i c a t i n g that there was some 
"tatooing" from partially burned powder 
particles even at that distance. 


He said he also examined the plastic 


bag police had delivered the corduroy 
coat to the lab In, but found no powder 
particles In it. 


He said even laboratory vaccum- 


Ing of a fabric would not remove 100 
per cent of the powder particles from 
test material. Criminal Courts Judge Ar- 
thur L. Dunne refused to let Vltullo esti- 
mate how for the gun was held from Car- 
bona's coat when the lieutenant was shot. 


Under cross examination by the def- 


nesc, Vltullo said the cotton used for test 
firing Carbona's revolver was not the 
same material as the corduroy coat, the 
wlndbreakor or the undet shirt. "Cordu- 
roy is cotton, but In a different form," he 
said. 


The other witness yesterday, Sgt. Bert 


Nlclson, a firearms technician with the 
crime lab, said the .357 caliber Magnum 
revolver could only be fired by holding 
the trigger in a rearward position. He 
said safeties keep the gun from firing 
merely by a manual release of the ham- 
mer. 


He sold the bullet which killed Carbona 


was fired from the same type weapon 
as Carbona's service revolver, but said 
he had been unable to find identifying 


markings which would definitely prove 
the bullet had been fired from that spe- 
cific revolver. 


He said the nose of the bullet had been 


flattened, Indicating It had hit something 
harder than itself when It entered the 
body. 


HE SAID IN response to defense ques- 


tions that there was no Indication the 
bullet had ricocheted before hitting Car- 
bona. 


"The appearance of the bullet in- 


dicated it hit fairly well nose on," he 
said. 


He said under cross examination that 


he believed the bullet would have left a 
powder residue when fired from six 
inches away even if it had been located 
with "fast burning powder." 


Both policemen testified they had not 


done any laboratory work at the Carbona 
home and could not say if there were 
marks from the bullet ricocheting off of 
the wall, railing or rug at the home. 


Defense attorney Barnard Brody asked 


both .policemen, as he has other in- 
vestigating officers, whether they con- 
ducted a paraffin test to see whether the 
defendant or Carbona had fired a weap- 
on. Both said they had not, and Vitullo 
said the Chicago police crime lab had not 
used the test since 1950. 


THE COUNTRYSIDE Y's board of di- 


rectors had promised Buehler that they 
would try to name the new building after 
the Buehler family, in view of their work 
witlt YMCAs and their financial support. 
A. C. Buehler died six months after the 
donation was announced. 


Countryside YMCA was established on 


May 9, 1968, after a survey-study com- 
mittee of local citizens found "substan- 
tial interest" in 18 communities for de- 
veloping a YMCA. The offices for the in- 
fant Y have been in a home owned by the 
Village of Palatine at 115 W. Johnson St. 


Swimming and Indian Guide (father- 


child) programs were the first organized 
under the new Countryside Y organiza- 
tion in August, 1968. Since that time, pro- 
grams in camping, yoga, and other areas 
of recreation have been initiated and 
have experienced steady growth during 
the past four years, according to figures 
from the Y's annual report released 
recently. 


Area-wide facilities have been used by 


the Y during its past five years. Swim- 
ming lessons and team practices have 
been centered at the Arlington Heights 
St. Viator High School indoor pool. Meet- 
ing rooms at the Palatine Slade Street 


Fire Station, Palatine Savings & Loan 
and the Y's offices have been used for Y 
classes and activities, as well as facil- 
ities in School Districts 4,15 and 211. 


THE NEW Buehler Y, located at 


Northwest Highway and Baldwin Road, 
will have meeting rooms and an indoor 
pool, plus gymnasium facilities. With an 
estimated pricetag of $2 million, the Y 
building fund is approximately $300,000 
short of that goal.

Proof of rabies vaccination must be pro- 
vided. 


Other key provisions of the animal or- 


dinance provide that dogs must be 
leashed when outside, except when on 
the owner's property. Cats need not be 
leashed, but the owner must be "within 
the immediate vicinity" of the. pet. 


Pet owners are to be held responsible • 


for any damage or nuisance caused by 
their animals. 


Owners of licensed pets will be notified 


if their pet has been impounded by the 
animal warden. Cats and dogs are to be 
kept by the warden for seven days, then, 
if not claimed, will be humanely disposed 
of. 


The first-offense penalty for violating 


the animal ordinance is $25, and $50 for 
the second offense. In addition, owners 
must pay $6 to retrieve impounded pets, 
and $2 for each 24-hour period the animal 
is held.

motivated," he said. 


Last month during'a public hearing on 


the budget, the scholarship program was 
scratched from the city money package 
on protests that the city should not use 
tax funds to benefit a few residents. In a 
close vote, the'city council decided to 
drop the program, but it was reinstated 
when aldermen reconsidered the budget 
package last week. 


ALD. MERRILL Wuerch (1st) recom- 


mended the program be returned. Sev- 
eral other aldermen, including Aid. Wil- 
liam Ahrens (2nd) and Aid. Thomas 
Scanlan (1st), changed their original po- 
sition on the project and the program 
was put back into the budget. 


As originally proposed, the program 


could provide ten $1,000 scholarships for 
a four-year period. Meyer sold yester- 
day, however, that an exact distribution 
plan would have to be worked out by the 
commission. 


" The state has some grants that 


give less money," Meyer said. "Maybe 
the council will want to give smaller 
amounts. It may depend on the needs of 
the students.

The balconies on apartments at the

third-floor balcony at the complex. 


City Mgr. James Watson said yester- 


day a letter from the city is being sent to 
residents at Three Fountains advising 
them the city considers the balconies un- 
safe and that they are not to be used 
until further notice. 


The letter was issued after a meeting 


yesterday' afternoon between city offi- 
cials and attorneys for the apartment 
management, the Anvan Realty Co. The 
meeting was called after reports were 
confirmed that a third floor balcony on 
building 10 in the complex's first phase 
had fallen. 


THE BALCONY apparently fell from 


Apt. 314 onto the balcony of Apt. 214, city 
officials said.

Mickie digs dogs—and they dig her

Mickie Young's heart is bigger than her 


pocketbook, and her biggest weakness is 
dogs — all sizes, all kinds and all in the 
house. 


Although her attachment to canines be- 


gan when she was a child, the real boom 
In the dog population around Mrs. Young 
started when she discovered animal shel- 
ters and anti-cruelty centers were killing 
dogs and other animals if no one ap- 
peared to adopt them. 


As she made the rounds of police sta- 


tions and shelters searching for homeless 


dogs, Mrs. Young began accumulating 
an array of animals, until now her own 
pets include 31 dogs, even more cats and 
an occasional bird or fox. And there's a 
personable old steed thrown Into the 
throng, grazing in the front yard. 


She won't part with any of her own 


animals, but Mrs. Young took on an ad- 
ditional burden recently. She agreed to 
keep several animals for Save-A-Pet, a 
Highland Park organization which keeps 
deserted animals indefinitely, until good 
homes are found. Mrs. Young's job Is 
finding such homes for the dogs and cats 


she Is keeping for Save-A-Pet. 


A NUMBER OF the animals have al- 


ready been given away, but there are 
still four dogs and 10 cats available for 
adoption. 


"I would like to keep them all myself," 


Mrs. Young admitted. But she says she 
simply can't afford to take on the extra 
dogs and cats. It costs $15 a day now to 
feed her own animals. 


When Mrs. Young isn't driving a school 


bus, she and her mother make the 
rounds cleaning the cages where cats 
and some of the dogs who are not house- 
broken are kept, feeding the crew and

Young said. 


"These dogs can't speak for them- 


selves. So we have to speak for them. 
They don't want to die," Mrs. Young 
said, as the tears welled up in her eyes 
at the thought of an animal being put to 
death. 


All of her animals, Including those to 


be given away have had all required 
shots, Mrs. Young said. 


"Every veterinarian in the area knows 


me," she said. 


And nearly every Saturday means 


baths for at least five of the dogs. 


Just cleaning up after the pets requires 


a monumental effort. Mrs. Young said 
she and her mother change the papers in 
the cages about seven times a day. Fleas 
and other pests are controlled with flea 
powder sprinkled under the newspaper In 
the cages. Most of her dogs are house- 
broken. 


RIGHT NOW her biggest concern is 


getting good homes for the extra pets. 
Mrs. Young said the financial strain is 
just too great to put up with much long- 
er, but she won't "dispose" of the pets to 
anyone but families who really want 
them. 


There are at least 100 other dogs avail- 


able for adoption through Save-A-Pet, 
Mrs. Young said, adding that some of the 
older, calmer animals would be ideal for 
elderly couples seeking the companion- 
ship of a pet.

smaller City Savings holdings to repay 
$28 million to persons who deposited 
their savings hi the association. 


STEVEN BASHWINER. attorney for 


the receivership, yesterday said he in- 
formed the state attorney general's of- 
fice of the terms of the settlement with 
bondholders. He noted Judge Robson's 
order of March making the state liable 
for any shortages in accounts after liqui- 
dation. 


The depositors will not receive any 


reimbursement from the assets of City 
Savings until the claims by the bond- 
holders and Teamster Union have been 
satisfied, and until after fees have been 
fully determined for the receivers and 
their attorneys. Estimates have indicated 
less than 5 per cent of the depositors' $28 
million will be left after those obligations 
have been paid. 


Since the state must, under terms of 


Robson's March ruling, supply money to 
fill the deficit between remaining funds 
and the amount due depositors, Bashwi- 
ner said he informed the attorney gener- 
al of his settlement terms. The attorney 
general's office was not present yester- 
day, and had not filed any objections, but 
has until May 14 to do so.

Carbona was shot 6from 
a distance,' expert says

Testimony in the murder trial of Ruth 


Carbona yesterday indicated that her 
husband was • shot from a distance great- 
er than four feet. 


Two experts from the Chicago Police 


Crime Laboratory testified that test 
shots they had made with Carbona's ser- 
vice revolver left powder burns on cotton 
when the gun was fired from distances 
as great as four feet. There were no pow- 
der burns or gunpowder particles found 
on any of the clothes Lt. Carbona was 
wearing the morning he was shot, the 
testimony revealed. 


The prosecution has charged that Car- 


bona was shot In the back by his wife as 
he walked down the stairway of their 
Mount Prospect home. Mrs. Carbona's 
defense hinges on her statement that the 
shooting took place accidentally when 
she reached for her husband's arm as he 
was holding the gun on the stairway. 


The four-foot distance may prove criti- 


cal in the jury's determination of wheth- 
er Carbona was shot accidentally or was 
murdered by his wife. 


ONE MORE prosecution witness Is ex- 


pected to testify in the trial today before 
the defense begins its case. Mrs. Car- 
bona, 30, of 1206 Euclid, Mount Prospect, 
has been free on $15,000 bond since her 
arrest following the Dec. 22, 1971 shoot- 
ing of her husband, a Cook County Sher- 
iff's police lieutenant.

Yesterday, Sgt. Louis R. Vltullo, an ex- 


pert from the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment Crime Laboratory, told the jury of 
seven women and five men he had exam- 
ined microscopically the entire back of 
Lt. Carbona's corduroy coat but found 
"no residual matter of a propellant on 
the coat." 


Vltullo said there was no sign of gun- 


powder even in infrared photographs of 
the coat. 


He said the hole in the back of the coat 


was "cylindrical, with a slight rip in the 
seam" and that he saw no burns, powder 
deposits, or foreign matter on the coat. 


Sgt. Vltullo said similar examinations 


of the light blue windbreaker and the 
blue knit undershirt Carbona was wear- 
ing under the corduroy coat also showed 
no evidence of powder residue or burns. 


VITULLO LISTED the results of other 


tests holding Carbona's revolver up to as 
far as 48 inches from the test material, 
I n d i c a t i n g that there was some 
"tatooing" from partially burned powder 
particles even at that distance. 


He said he also examined the plastic 


uag police had delivered the corduroy 
coat to the lab in, but found no powder 
particles in it. 


He said even laboratory vaccum- 


ing of a fabric would not remove 100 
per cent of the powder particles from 
test material. Criminal Courts Judge Ar- 
thur L. .Dunne refused to let Vltullo esti- 
mate how far the gun was held from Car- 
bona's coat when the lieutenant was shot. 


Under cross examination by the def- 


nese, Vltullo said the cotton used for test 
firing Carbona's revolver was not the 
same material as the corduroy coat, the 
windbreaker or the undershirt. "Cordu- 
roy is cotton, but in a different form," he 
said. 


The other witness yesterday, Sgt. Bert 


Nielson, a firearms technician with the 
crime lab, said the .357 caliber Magnum 
revolver could only be fired by holding 
the trigger in a rearward position. He 
said safeties keep the gun from firing 
merely by a manual release of the ham- 
mer. 


He said the bullet which killed Carbona 


was fired from the same type weapon

No gasoline shortage seen for village 


Mount Prospect officials foresee no 


problems in getting gasoline for munici- 
pal vehicles this summer. At the same 
time, they feel the village's gasoline stor- 
age facilities are inadequate and are 
planning to enlarge them. 


"We're In good shape," Village Mgr. 


Robert J. Eppley said yesterday. The vil- 
lage buys all Its gasoline, fuel oil and 
motor oil under a package deal with 
Standard Oil Co. 


"They (Standard Oil officials) haven't 


said anything to me," Eppley added, re- 
ferring to any potential shortages of fuel. 


Public Works Director David Creamer, 
who handles supplies, said he, too, had 
yet to hear anything about a shortage 
from Standard. 


Creamer talked with Standard officials 


yesterday about the village's renewal of 
the contract with the firm. He said the 
current village gas rate of about 11.8 
cents per gallon expired yesterday. He 
said he was unsure whether the rate 
would go up. 


"It depends how close to the terminal 


you are," Creamer said about the price. 
He said the village usually orders 8,600 


gallons at a time for the existing 10,000- 
gallon tank. 


Creamer said he is now getting price 


quotations for a new 10,000-gallon regular 
gas storage tank and a 4,000-gallon diesel 
storage tank. "The additional tanks will 
help us in case there is a bind or a delay 
in delivery," he said. 


The village's current storage capacity 


is adequate for its size, Creamer added. 


Eppley will have to approve the final 


contract for the work. Money would 
come from budgeted funds.

The possibility of arson Is being in- 


vestigated in the wake of a fire that 
swept through a three-story Des Plaines 
apartment building causing more than 
$150,000 damage early yesterday. 


The fire gutted four apartments of the

damaging six others, including the apart- 
ment of Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rel. 


Behrel and the nearly 100 other resi- 


dents were evacuated from the $900,000 
building by the fire, which broke out in a 
basement room shortly after 2:30 a.m. 
yesterday. 


Evidence of two separate fires was 


found in the basement. Des Plaines Fire 
Chief Frank Haag said the fires were of 
"suspicious origin." 


HAAG COULD NOT say whether arson 


was the cause of the blaze but said it is 
"being checked." 


Firefighters battled the blaze for four 


hours while it worked its way up through 
the building burning the first two floors 
and causing smoke damage to the third 
before being brought under control. 


Several third floor apartments in- 


cluding Behrel's 
were damaged by 


smoke and water. 


Behrel's apartment is located on the 


opposite side of the ball from the fire's 
path. 


An early morning fire in the same 


building last September aroused Behrel 
from his sleep. His apartment suffered 
smoke damage.

Mickie Young digs dogs—and they sure dig her

Mickie Young's heart is bigger than her 


pocketbook, and her biggest weakness is 
dogs — all sizes, all kinds and all in the 
house. 


Although her attachment to canines be- 


gan when she was a child, the real boom 
in the dog population around Mrs. Young 
started when she discovered animal shel- 
ters and anti-cruelty centers were killing 
dogs and other animals if no one ap- 
peared to adopt them. 


As she made the rounds of police sta- 


tions and shelters searching for homeless 
dogs, Mrs. Young began accumulating 
an array of animals, until now her own 
pets Include 31 dogs, even more cats, and 
an occasional bird or fox. And there's a 
personable old steed thrown into the 
throng, grazing in the front yard. 


She won't part with any of her own 


animals, but Mrs. Young took on an ad- 
ditional burden recently. She agreed to 


keep several animals for Save-A-Pet, a 
Highland Park organization which keeps 
deserted animals indefinitely, until good 
homes are found. Mrs. Young's job is 
finding such homes for the dogs and cats 
she is keeping for Save-A-Pet. 


A NUMBER OF the animals have al- 


ready been given away, but there are 
still four dogs and 10 cats available for 
adoption. 


"I would like to keep them all myself," 


Mrs. Young admitted. But she says she 
simply can't afford to take on the extra 
dogs and cats. It costs $15 a day now to 
feed her own animals. 


When Mrs. Young isn't driving a school 


bus, she and her mother make the 
rounds cleaning the cages where cats 
and some of the dogs who are not house- 
broken are kept, feeding the crew and 
giving each animal some individual at- 
tention. 


"I don't believe in. animals running 


loose," Mrs. Young said. -During the day, 


a few of the dogs are allowed in the 
yard, on 20-foot chains. And there's a 
mesh runway for some longer-distance 
exercise.' But Mrs. Young is too con- 
cerned for the animals' safety to let 
them loose on the countryside near, Lake 
Zurich. 


A year and a half ago Mrs. Young and 


her husband rented a farmhouse at Quin- 
ten and Cuba roads to provide more 
room for their brood. 


MRS. YOUNG BLAMES irresponsible 


pet owners for the unmanageable boom 
'in the animal population. It she had her 
way, only licensed breeders would be 
allowed to breed animals for profit, 
eliminating the novice breeders who buy 
a pair of purebred dogs to breed them 
for the pin money realized when the pup- 
pies are sold. The current practices re- 
sult in puppies being sold to unfit own- 
ers. And unfit owners frequently wind up 
giving then- pets to an animal shelter or 


dumping them in the country, Mrs. 
Young said. 


"These dogs can't speak for them- 


selves. So we have to speak for them.. 
They don't want to die," Mrs. Young 
said, as the tears welled up in her eyes 
at the thought of an animal being put to 
death. 


All of her animals, including those to 


be given away have had all required 
shots, Mrs. Young said. 


"Every veterinarian in the area knows 


me," she said. 


And nearly every Saturday means 


baths for at least five of the dogs. 


Just cleaning up after the pets requires 


a monumental effort. Mrs. Young said 
she and her mother change the papers in 
the cages about seven times a day. Fleas 
and other pests are controlled with flea 
powder sprinkled under the newspaper in 
the cages. Most of her dogs are house- 
broken. 


RIGHT NOW her biggest concern is

getting good homes for the extra pets. 
Mrs. Young said the financial strain is 
just too great to put up with much long- 
er, but she won't "dispose" of the pets to 
anyone but families who really want 
them. 


There are at least 100 other dogs avail- 


able for adoption through Save-A-Pet, 
Mrs. Young said, adding that some of the 
older, calmer animals would be ideal for 
elderly couples seeking the companion- 
ship of a pet. 


Potential pet owners may call Mrs. 


Young at 438-8198 to learn more about 
the four dogs and ten cats needing 
homes. Blue-eyed Kimo, one of the pets, 
is still a puppy, looking something like a 
combination of German Shepherd and 
Husky. Then there's Beggar, a small 
black dog with big brown eyes. But de- 
spite their individual differences, all 14 
animals have one thing in common '— 
they need their own family.

Yesterday, Sgt. Louis R. Vltullo, an ex- 


pert from the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment Crime Laboratory, told the jury of 
seven women and five men ho had exam- 
ined microscopically the entire back of 
Lt. Carbona's corduroy coat but found 
"no residual matter of a propellant on 
the coot."

Arson probe in fire at Dry den Apartments 


Fire officials 
and police are In- 


vestigating the possibility of arson in 
connection with a fire which broke out 
Sunday afternoon in the Dryden Apait- 
menls in Arlington Heights. 


The Illinois State Fire Marshal, the vil- 


lage police department and the village 
fire prevention bureau are performing 
the Investigation after firemen found two 
empty gasoline cans in the basement 
where the fire started, said Arlington 
Heights Fire Chief John Hayden. 


Firemen from five area departments 


fought the blaze which began in the ten- 
ant storage room in the southeast section 
of the basement and spread through the 
plumbing pipes to the roof, according to 
Hayden. 


Three persons were taken to Northwest 


Community Hospital by fire department 
ambulances. Reported in good condition 


yesterday afternoon were Danae Adames 
and her son, Dennis Adames, 13. A 
daughter, Edith Adames, 16, was treated 
and released Sunday. The three suffered 
smoke inhalation, said a hospital spokes- 
man. 


DAMAGE WAS estimated at "roughly 


$100,000" said Hayden, who said three of 
the 24 apartments were extensively dam- 
aged.
